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A RUQQESTION TO THE PHOPLE. | 


At this crisis, when, upon the recommenda-. 
tion of General Stoneman, the removal of the 
military supply depot from Tucson and tha a» 

, bandonment of several important military sta» 
\ tons jn Sopthern Arizona, seem imminent, it 
behooves the people of this section to tuk» 
som action that will protect their interests 
from the general stagnation in business which 
seems destined to follow. For the past seven 
or eight years it has been the misfortune of our 
people to depend, for the greater part, upon 
trangactions with the quartermaster’s de- 
partment ; few, if any, trangactions or enter- 
prises having been undertaken, which did not 
ultimately come toa direct matter of dollars 
and cents between the speculator or producer 
and the quartermaster, This order of business, 
however objectionable it may appear, to those 
who know not or cannot appreciate the neces» 
ity under which itwas originally establi bed 
aud has been maintained, has been, and is 
nevertheless, a necessity; and such it must 
continue while! hogtile ladians are permitted 
to hold the country subject to their savage in- 
stincts, and preyent successes in other pursuits 

Many of tho inhabitants of Southern Ari- 
gona, it is true, have amassed congiderable 
wealth in this limited field, but the sameness 
and routine character of business thus con. 
ducted have shed an apathy upon the general 
business ebaracter of the country, that is now 
becoming painfully evident, An effort is, very 
properly, being made, to have the militury 
posts and the depot retained ; the repregeuta 
tions through which they are aboutio be remov- 
ed, being as unjust to the people south of the 
Gila, as they are groundless and false. 

We do not propose to question the veracity 
of Gen. ‘Stoneman, whose stay in the Terrjturs 
has been insufficient to, enable bim to speak 
irom personal observation, but it is very evi- 
dent that his report was compiled wihout an: 
knowledge of facts—perlaps entirely fiom the 
representations of others, which, upon tha be. 
grounds, ve have no hesitancy in declaring a 
series of the grossest misrepresentations Wir- 
ness the following extracts: i 


“The Apache nation in this region, eom 
pared with whet I knew ofit more than twenty 
years ago, is rearly harmless.” 


“In conclusion it gives me pleasure tr be 
ablo to express the opinion that Indian, es wel

gared that the Apache Indians are “harmless ’ 
compared with what they were twenty years 
ago; yet we know, and every citizen of Aii-

journal, and, since the Spring of 1867 find re- 
corded the names of more than thiee hundred 
and fifty settlers and travelers who have fallen

Pat Dunn. ` l 


The following by a correspondent of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, will resuscitate among 
the old inhabitants of Arizona, many recollec- 
tions connected with the career in Arizuna, of 
one of our predecessors ; for this same Pat, 
Dunn was editor and publisher of the Arzon- 
AN, fortwo months less or more, some seven 
or eight yeara ago. He did not die "in his 
boots” though, nor yet in Sonora, but coms 
fortably in abed provided for him by kind 
friends who induced him to, leave Tucson and 
accompany them to their home in ane of the 
settlements, that he might uot fall on the 
streets, a victim io an over-doce of the “arde 


ent:” 

Barly pioneers of '49 and the Spring of '50 
will remember, with a tear in one eye, Pat Dun, 
a Santa Barbarian, conirere of Jack Powers, 
cattle nnd horse dealer. Pat and Jack, both, 
I believe, terminated their careers “with their 
boots on” some years ago, in Sonora, Pat es 
pecially, was distinguished for "push," and I 
remember he pronounced it to rhyme with 
mosh, He could raise more stock on a smeti 
capital than any elo raner of that period. lu 
{uct, I have heard that a rista (lariat) was his 
atock in trade, and that he has beeu known to 
vart out with tuis slender capital and return 
to Frisco in a remarkably short time with a 
droveof animals worth thousands of dollars, 
Well, what of that? Cattle unbranded were 
then free to any one who could catch them oute 
side an enclosure. Alter disposing of them for 
cash an insane desire to ‘fight the tiger” geu- 
erally took possession of Put, and he usually 
got the worst of the fight. On this particular 
occasion Mr. Dunn was cleaned out entirely, so
